The tree was wbafi is known In Cali- 


fornia a# a-live1 oak—in -the land,where 
very.few tl«es'<grow naturally, iand whore,/ 
a generation ago, one rtilghfctraverfor days 
with ox or mule team across the burning; 
eandy wastes without' once finding a tree 
under which' to mat ta- the shade. Suoh a 
specimen of vegetation was a landmark: 
known far,and wide and a natural resting 
and meeting plaoe. 


The treo was undoubtedly 600 or 700 


years old. It stood in the Valley of -San 
Bernardino—the only one ofi. the kind for 
miles around. 
Years ago, before the 


Americans poured into the valleys of south- 
ern California, the Wee had no counter- 
part for several hundred inllos adjacent. 


When General John C. Fremont and his 


troops, acting in conjunction with Com-, 
inodoro Stockton, seized the quaint old, 
Mexican pueblo of Los Angeles and raised 
the stars and stripes there in June,, 1848, 
the llrtt recorded executions took place at 
the big oak tree. In the Ittief fight that 
took place and amid the Seeing of hn)f the 
terrified' Mexican population from the pu- 
eblo when- the American cannonading- be- 
gan, a gang of half breeds Improved the 
opporttani'tyto rob by visiting homes (ha- 
ciendas) on the outskirts of the town. At 
orie home, where the. rascals' unexpectedly 
found the owners at home; they sh'otf and 
etattbea the whole family to deaths A 
few days later, Wh«tf -thV fleeing jropnlace 
had recovered from its fright and returned 
to Eos Angeles, the fearful murder was 
known. A posse of Mexican riders—the 
best in tbc world—was organized and 
started out across , the-plains toward the 
nearest neighboring people, San Bernar- 
dino, nine mllefl away. The murdering 
and th'loving gang was trailed up to the 
Cajou pass, and there caught. There were 
seven in the gang. The posso lushed the 
•wretches to their horses and started back 
to Los Angeles. 


On tho way tho pursuers -with their cap- 


tives stopped to rest in tho shade of tho' 
oak. Two of tho captives, who were loosed, 
so 843 to let them feed themselves, made a 
desperate attempt to run away.. They were 
caught after a bard struggle, and in the 
anger at their attompt to elude Justice four 
of tho prisoners were hanged then and 
there. , 


But tho most sensational and memo- 


rohlo execution that ever took place at the 
oak tree gallows was on May 16,1803. The 
\vnrof the rebellion waa on at that time, 
aud hundreds of rascals, all round bad 
men, invaded southern California and 
Arizona to cflcapo army duty. The war 
made an extraordinary demand for cattle, 
and for two years tho Mexican cattle men 
wore harassed day and night by a gang ot 
cattle thieves, who would secretly drive 
the cattle feeding in the valleys and can- 
yons miles from the ranch house to tho 
foothills, and then by stealth would urga 
tho beasts in small droves down through 
San Bernardino county to Banning, where 
rascally agents would buy the cattle and 
get them out of the state at their leisure. 


At last, after months of watching and 


«omo cowboy detective work, a gang of 
mne cattle thieves was surrounded bv *- 
posse of four times that number of Mexi- 
can and American cowboys at tho mouth 
Of Santa Anita canyon. There was a ter- 
rlflo short battle. Three of the cowboys 
wore shot dead and several were wounded. 
four ot the thieves were killed. The cow- 
feoys were so maddened at tho killing of 
Chelv companions and so Incensed at the 
memory of tho robberies that they had eo 
long suffered that they abandoned all con- 
sideration of a trial for tho remaining cap- 
tured thieves, and, having bound and lash- 
ad their captives, started forthwith down 
•cross tho valley for the gallows tree. All 
•tie men were on horseback,, and there was 
no way of building a temporary platform 
for the execution under a limb of the tree. 
*£o make the hanging as much of

These sins 
against good grammatical morals do not 
prove that these ^IstSSg^uiRhed persons had 
not attended good schools or paid atten 
tion to the instruction. 
They simply 


showed that other influences had counter 
balanced these. Probably these influences 
were in the home. As a rule, the child ol 
a well taught mother, oven if never going 
to school, will speak' better English than 
•the child of an ungrarnmatioal mother go 
ing to school steadily up to tho age of 15. 
Why, then, lay all the blame for errors 
upon tho unfortunate teacher?—Harpor's 
Bazar.

Hardly a movement's percepti- 
ble, oven in tb« rattle, as it Whirs out its 
terrible warning. 1 once heaxd a. snake 
that hod colled itself up at the barking of 
the dog» sound so fearful a rattle that it 
•wan audible at a distance of a hundred 
yards. 


No pne who has ever heard tbatominouft 


rattling sound—which cannot beiinade to 
issue from the rattles wNeif onoe they are 
detached—can ever afterward hear it 
without a certain nervous terror. I hav< 
seen a baby rattler, hardly' larger than a; 
large sized angleworm, that yet could make 
a noise with its-, small rattle and its tiny 
head, and tho flatness and strength of Its 
jaws inspired me with something more 
than respect. 


Very often when I have turned my slot- 


gun on a rattler and blown the head clean 
off the body I nave regarded the charge 
as well expended. There is no better or 
more efficient weapon than tho gun, foi 
its effect, though not ^instantaneous, is as 
merciful as possible. <Jn one such occasion 
I shot a big fellow in two, about three 
Inches from the tip of tho nose, which, of 
course, left less than two inches of neck 
connected with the head. » 


My" brother, who was with me, came 


across the ravine to take a look at it and 
found, the head a foot or more from the 
still writhing body, which was lying upon 
a rock. Taking a short stick, he gave the 
head a'sharp tap, and instantly the huge 
jaws were stretched to a fearful widish, tbc 
j;rcat curved fangs \sere thrown to the 
front and with a deadly clinch were buried 
In tbo wood.

Instead of thnt 
they carefully removed the greasy skins 
chopped the long bodies up and fried tho 
meat for sundry mndls, eagerly relishing 
its fl«vor and regarding themselves as un 
usually fortunate.

Walling 
were broifgnt to the now jail thereto await 
trial f<H*l86 crime, the male paH-of the 
populatioti, could not wait for law to take 
its course where facts were so self evident 
and we.ri6.down to the 'Jail one -'night in a" 
crowd, ihe-jatler was cajoled Into deliv- 
ering tho keys to the masked men, and the 
two murderers were scon/hauled feom-.their 
cells. Peters kicked and' swore and knocked 
two men 'down as he Was hustled" from the 
Jail, and In a nidment of anger was shot 
dead. Walling was put in a dray on the 
public streets and, escorted by over 100 
men, was taken to the oak tree' and there 
hanged In the moonlight. He was the last 
man who went to his death at tile gallows 
tree.— Philadelphia Times.

Named » Valley For It—Memories Call' 
ed Up by Neufchmtel, Gouda and C»m«m> 
bert—The Poet** Tribute to Chee*e. 


Next to the "staff of life" Itself, -obee** 


holds the highest place in universal esteem 
as an article of food. To recall tho old 
Cheshire "chestnut," we all liko cheese, 
our brothers all like' cheese, and' we may 
be fairly certain that if we had a number 
of additional brothers they would all liko 
cheese too. 


Our remote ancestors seem to have 


"liked cheese" as well as we do, for its 
manufacture in one of tho oldest in the 
world. 


Roquefort is perhaps, now the only Im- 


portant kind made from the milk of sheep, 
but anciently it'was not so. tfbo very 
word butter Itself seems'to show that cow'a 
milk was not used for the purpose by tho 
anolsnt Greeks at all events, as it meats 
literally ox cheeese. 


They seemed to have made their cheese, 


as tho Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it be true that only sheep's ro^lk wos" 


used for chcosemaklng in primitive tfmes, 
then it Is easy to explain why we do' not 
find it among those domestic arts of which 
the ancient Egyptians have left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since wo know 
that the Hyksos made "shepherds an abom- 
ination to the Egyptians." 


Cheescmaking must at one time hav« 


been a very important industry among th» 
Israelites, as one of tho principal valleys 
In Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Morlab', was known in the time of 
Josephus as tho Tyropeon, or Checsemak- 
ers' valley. 


Nowadays obeese Is almost entirely 


made from the milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alone. Tho 
Roqueforldoes^ not owe its groat oiceltcnco 
to its ovine origin, but to tho splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it Is matured. 
Their ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodgi 
there. 
' 


At Mont d'Or, in Franco, a very goot 


cheese is made of goats* millt. 


Nouichatel colls up memories of the lake 


beneath the pino clad Jura, with the profile 
of MontBluno lying far away on tho south 
orn horizon, like a dream of ethereal sculp- 
ture. Parmesan speaks of farther wander- 
ings past thut horizon into the land of gong 
aud azure skies. Gruycro takes us uj 
among tho glories of the high Alps to tho 
bonier of the ice and snow, where wo listen 
to tho tinkle of tho cowbells, tho everlasting 
song of the cicadas, and tho occasional echo 
musle of tfie native horn (c'quantcc'timr 
slVplult, JU'sleuM—bah! one wants to go 
homo again). 


Perhapq tho strong odor of cheese may 


have, according to well known physlolog 
joal principles, a great deal to do with its 
power as a memory refresher.

remember my first introduction to that 
dtirlan of caseoua dolieacios, tho "potl 
Cuinembert." It brings no romantic as 
socintlons beyond the pretty faco of tha 
(lanibol who served mo, but tho KM—, the 
at—, well, the perfume, now always sots 
bnforo rao every stick of furnilmre in th> 
somewhat squalid room wherein tho intro 
duction took place. 


So do I remember my first tasting 0 


Gruyere, more than 30 years ago, at Uv 
Sohwclzerhof in Basla But I didn't lik 
It, and to this day I don't. 


Gouda choose recalls little of tho pictur 


esqne, save to those who cttu find it in 
green flats dotted with magnified penny 
box toys, and cows enveloped In l)rob 
dlngnagian flannel waistcoats. But fo 
me it! brings to mind a drive in our o\v; 
lakb country, through the slcct of a wil 
winter night, and at the end wclcomi. nn< 
warmth and soft lights, and my gcnio 
host—a very realization of " Father .Christ 
mas," with flowing snow white lx>(ird am 
locks, and jolly, rubicund face, and all a 
retired "bogiii/in's" knowledge of good 
cheer, and, oH, suoh an ambrosia of a 
round of spiced beef, with—ye gods—suoh 
horsoradloh sauce, made with Mich cream, 
anil suoh nectar ot whibky punch to wash 
it down with!

of Magiaii healing from a Latin author of 
which pcrhapp the most useful is the fol- 
lowing—one that in modern parlance 
would run thus: A I'ecipo to mako women 
disclose their srorut.3. Take ono hen, and, 
having carefully extracted her heart, place 
the Kanid on tho mouth of a patient during 
fcloep. You will ascertain her exact ng«v 
tho next morning.

proclamation on the German ^reciprocity 
agreement has been- made public.

president names a specific reduction as 
that provided in. the third section of the 
Dingley tariff bill. 
The proclamation 


says that corresponding concessions and 
reductions have been secured from Ger- 
many.

The text of the proclamation is as fol-' 
lows: 


"Whereas, The German government 


has.entered into a commercial agreement 
with the United States in conformity 
with the provisions of the third section of 
6he tariff act of- the U nited States ap- 
proved July 24, 1807, by which agree- 
ment, in the judgment of the president, 
reciprocal and equivalent concessions ure 
secured in favor of. the products of the 
United States; 


"Therefore be it known that I, William 


MeKinley, president of"the Vnited States 
of America, acting tinder the authority 
conferred by said act of congress, do 
hereby suspend during the continuance 
in force of said agreement the imposi- 
tion and collection of the duties imposed 
by the first section of said act upon the 
articles hereinafter specified, being the 
products of the soil and industry of 
Germany, and so do declare in place 
thereof the rates of duty provided in tin- 
third section of said act to be in force 
and effect from anil after the date of 
this proclamation as follows, namely:

' The famous gallows tr«i ol, SaiK Ber- 
nardino oouaty, southeVu GaUfbfttla) is no 
more.. Then was not, another, tree in all 
th«fworraiiK«tt^ From its-greif branch^ 
more than M njwi hadswung^nto eternity, 
aqd In lit shad* somo of th'e.most thrilling 
events in the"1 history of the wresting ot 
th^ golden state o* California'from Indian 
bolt b»4edsj and Mexican dominion have 
bcen-plktoned, 


The tree was vrhati is known in Cali- 


fornia as u> live dak—in tbe Innd-where 
very ife* trees'.grow naturally, iand where,* 
a generation ago, -onemight'ttavel for day 9 
with ox or mule t^am across the burning; 
eandy wastes witfiont'once ffndlng a tree 
under which; to rest in the shade. Such a 
specimen of vegetation was a landmark; 
known far.and wide and a natural resting 
and meeting plaee. 


The treo was undoubtedly 600 or 700 


years old. It stood in the Valley of San 
Bernardino—the only one ot • the kind for 
miles aronnd. 
Tears ago, before the 


Americans poured into the valleys of south- 
ern California, the tree had no counter- 
part for several hundred miles adjacent. 


When General John C Fremont and bis 


troops, acting in conjunction with Coin-, 
inodoro Stockton, sqized the quaint; old, 
Mexican pueblo of Los Angeles and raised 
the stars and stripes there in June, 1848, 
thb first recorded executions took place at 
the big oak tree. In the nrlef fight that 
took place and amid the fleeing of half tbe 
terrified1 Mexican population from the pu- 
oblo when- the American cannonading- be- 
gan, a gang of half breeds Improved the 
opportunity to rob by visiting homes (ha- 
ciendas) on the outskirts of the town. At 
one home, where tho rascals' unexpectedly 
found the owners at home; they shot and 
stabbed the whole family to death: A 
few days later, When th'o fleeing populace 
had recovered from its fright and returned 
to £os Angeles, the fearful murder was 
known. A posso of Mexican riders—the 
best in the world—was organized and 
started out-across the-plains toward the 
nearest neighboring people, San Bernar- 
dino, nine- mileg away. The murdering 
and thieving gang was trailed up to the 
Cajou pass, and there caught, There were 
BOVCU in the gang. The posso lashed the 
wretches to their horses ond started back 
to Los Angeles. 


On tho way the pursuers "with their cap- 


tives stopped to rest in tho shade of tho 
oak. Two of tho captives, who wero loosed, 
so as to let them ft'cd themselves, made a 
desperate attempt to run away. They were 
caught after a hard struggle, and in the 
anger at their attempt to elude justice four 
of tho prisoners were hanged then and 
there. 
«. 


But tho most sensational and memo- 


rable execution that ever took place at the 
oak tree gallows was on May 16,1863. The 
war of the rebellion was on at that time, 
and hundreds of rascals, all round bad 
men, invaded southern California and 
Arizona to escape army duty. The war 
made an extraordinary demand for cattle, 
ond for two years tho Mexican cattle men 
wore harassed day and night by a gang of 
cattle thieves, who would secretly drive 
the cattle feeding in the valleys and can- 
yons miles from the ranch house to tho 
foothills, and then by stealth would urgo 
tho beasts in small droves down through 
San Bernardino county to Banning, where 
rascally agents would buy the cattle and 
get them out of the state at their leisure 


At last, after months of watching and 


•ome cowboy detective work, a gang of 
mno cattle thieves was surrounded bv * 
posso of four times that number of Mexi- 
can and American cowboys at the month 
«f Santa Anita canyon. There was a ter- 
rific short battle. Three of the cowboys 
wero shod dead and several were wounded, 
^onr of the thieves wero killed. The co\s- 
feoys were so maddened at the killing of 
their companions and so incensed at the 
memory of tho robberies that they had eo 
Jong suffered that they abandoned all con- 
sideration of a trial for tho remaining cap- 
tured thieves, and, having bound and lash- 
ed their captives, started forthwith down 
•cross tho valley for the gallows tree. All 
•no men were on horseback, and there war 
no way of building a temporary platform 
for the execution under a limb of the tree. 
To make the hanging as much of an in- 
dignity and as torturous as the cowboys 
•uuld conceive nooses were made from the 
cowbido lariats on tbe saddles of the cat- 
tlemen. 
" She nooses were put about the neck of 
each of the five prisoners. Then the pris- 
oners were forcibly^boosted up into tho 
low oak tr<Je, while tbe armed cowboys cir- 
cled about the oak to keep n close eye on 
their gorao. When tbe free ends of the 
ropes bad been fastened about tbe limb of 
•he tree and tbe arms of tho doomed thieves 
bad been tied, the men were ordered to 
leap dowti.. Two did leap, cursing -their 
captors as they jumped into midair 
The 


other three held back, but wero pushed off 
the limb on which they sat, going down 
w!8h a jerk. One of the limbs bent eo low 
With-its human weight that the boots of 
one of tho strangling men just touched the 
gr&und, and-a horseman held the limb np 
at arm's length while the hanging man 
gflowly expired. The bodie* were cut down 
A few days later and were burled beneath 
where they were hanged._ Tho graves are 
pointed oilt to tbis day. 


In the fall of 1S70, when San Bernardino 


had grown to a village of 4,000 people and 
the pueblo of Los" Angeles had become o 
place of 8(000 Americans and Mexicans, a 
teamster, "was killed and his Wagon robbed 
one night by highway robbers. The people 
at San Bernardino Were deeply stirred at 
the deliberate assassination for money. 
When Gexfr*jj[e Peters and1 Henry Walling 
were brought to the new jail thereto await 
trial forcing crime, the male part-of the 
population, could not wait for law to take 
its courie where facts w<ire so self evident 
and w'erii.down to the- jail one Anight in a" 
crowd. i?he~jailer was cajoled Into deliv- 
ering the keys to the masked men, and the 
two murderers were soon? hauledlBom.,their 
cells. Peters kicked and"swore and knocked 
two men down as he was hustled from the 
jail, and in a moment of anger was shot 
dead 
Walling was put in a dray on the 


public streets and, escortwl by over 100 
men, was taken to the oak tree" and there 
hanged Ifl the moonlight. He wns the last 
man who went to his death at tho gallows 
tree.—Philadelphia Times.

3?be very 
word butter itself seeinstoshowthatcbw's 
milk was not used for the purpose by tho 
anoisnt Greeks at all events, ns it mea,ns 
literally ox cheeese. 


They seemed to have made their cheese,1 


as the Cyclops Polyphemus made his, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it bo true that only sheep's milk was 


used for chcosemaklng in primitive times, 
then it Is easy to explain why wo do not) 
find it among those domestic arts of which 
tho ancient Egyptians have left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since wo know 
that tba Hyksos made "shepherds an abom- 
ination to tbo Egyptians." 


Cheesemaking must at one timo bavo 


been a very important industry among th» 
Israelites, as one of tho principal valleys 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Morlnb, was known in tbo time of 
Josephns as thb Tyropeon, or Chcesemak- 
ers' valley. 


Nowadays cheese Is almost entirely 


made from tho milk of cows, nbout 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alone. Tho 
Roquefort does' not owe its great excellence 
to its ovine origin, but to tho splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured.

ANCIENT MEDICINE. 


A Few of the Idiotic Nonttuma In Which 


People Once Believed. 


If modern science con boast of anything, 
it can of the way in which it has rescued 
medicine from the realms of Imagination, 
says the London Standard. 
The/ wonder 


ful prescriptions of the Magi, as narrated 
by the Roman historian Pliny, are exam- 
ples of what tho earliest doctors weri), 
whllti even the "salves" of our own Eliza- 
bcthans seem at first sight not much of 
tin improvement upon those of tho Chal- 
dean M. D. 's lx:t us take a few examples 
of Magian healing from a Latin author of 
which perhapp the most useful Is tbe fol- 
lowing—one thut in modern parlance 
would run thus: A rtxdpo to make women 
disclose their soot-eta.

"Workman On New D-ry Dock Now 


In The Hospital. 


George Nelson, employed on the new 
rj dock, is at the Cottage hospital suf- 
fering from serious injuries received.at 
he navy yard on Saturday afternoon 
,bout four o'clock. 
While he was at 


work, a large stone about seventeen feet 
.bove him became loosened by blasting 
and fell npon him, fracturing his skull 
nd catting s deep gash in bis head. 
Poison was picked up unconscious and 
arried to the naval hospital. Later he 
was removed to tbe hospital in this 
ity. 
Late on Sunday it was reported 


by the hospital attaches that there was 
no apparent improvement in the man's 
condition, and it was thought that tbe 
chances of recovery were very small. 
Nelson is about thirty-five years old 
and came Irorn Vermont. 


LONDON, July 16, 2:00 A. M — Tl'e 


Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
Mail wirts as follows: "1 can assert 
positively that the Chinese authorities 
had the dreadful news a week ago and 
Sheng knew that all the foreigners in 
Pekin were dead when he asked the 
American consul to cable his proposi- 
tion to deliver all the foreigners safely 
at Tien Tsin upon a guarantee that tbe 
movements of foreign troops north and 
east should be stopped." The corres- 
pondent adds certain details of what 
happened at Pekin after June 25th 
"The members of the legations made 
daily sorties, sometimes at night, com 
polling the Chinese to retreat. These 
reverses disheartened the enemy so 
greatly that many of the disaS'ectcd 
deserted to Prince Cliing's army, which 
was endeavoring to co-operate with the 
foreigners. 
Finally Prince Tnaa de 


cided to make a night attack in three 
powerful columns. About sis o'clock 
on the evening of July Cth, artillery 
tire was opened on the British legation 
iu which the foreigners had taken ref 
uge. For two hours the walls were 
battered by a heavy fire and huge 
breaches were made in them. Then a 
general advance was ordered and th 
Chinese infantry, 
firing 
constantly 


moved upon the legation. So nccurut 
and strong, however, was the fire 
the foreigners that hordes of the Chin 
eee fled in the greatest confusion, leav 
ing heaps of dead and wounded upo 
tho field. They oould not be rallied 
until they were out of the range of the 
legation. Tuan made- a desperate ap- 
peal and succeeded in reforming his 
forces. About the middle watch, the 
artillery fire was resumed and another 
attack was ordered. At this juncture, 
Prince Ching and General Wang-Wen 
Shan, with their troops, in moving to 
the aid of the foreigners, met Tuan's 
army. A desperate battle ensued be- i 


i tween the various bodies of Chinese 


j and Manchus. Many of Ching's troops 
deserted to Tuao, and Ching himself 
fell. It was supposed that he was 
killed, but as a search for his body was 
in vain, it is believed that he was only 
wounded and was carried off and se- 
creted by his faithful retainers. Wang- 
Wen-Shan, though gray hailed and 
seventy years old, valiantly led hit> 
. troops in person. He was killed and 


i his entire force was put 
to 
flight. 


Through the night, frequent attacks 
were made by the Chinese, but they 
were repulsed with heavy lessen. At 
five o'clock in the morning of the 7tb 
the foreigners hud virtually defeated 
the besiegers, who were wavering. At 
this moment, however, General Tung- 
Fnh-Siang arrived from the direction of 
Tien Tsin with a large body of Kan-Su 
braves, and joined Tuan. By this time 
the walls of the legation were' all bat- 
tered down and most of the buildings 
! were in ruins. 
Many of the allies hod 


fallen and the small band remaining had 
taken shelter in the wrecked buildings, 
which they were endeavoring to hastily 
fortify. 
About sunrise, it became ap 


parent that the ammunition of the be 
seiged was running out. 
At seven 


o'clock, the Chinese advanced in force 
and as no] response was made to their 
volleys, they cume] on in a wild rush. 
There, as the sun rose, the devoted lit- 
tle band, all Europeans, met death stub- 
bornly. A fierce hand-to-hand conflict 
followed and finally tho last suivivors, 
beaten idown by overwhelming odds, 
were all put to the sword in the most 
atrocious manner."

"Tho officers of American ships about 50 


years ago," said tha old skipper, "were, aa 
ft tiluss, the bost dressed men In the coun- 
try. 
Their nppurel, \»hon ashore, wag 


without foppery as it was understood lu 
those days. Of course they had foreign 
countries to draw upon for their figured 
silk waistcoats and their embroidered shirt 
fronts, which might bo thought a little ex- 
treme in those unromantlo times of steam 
aud soot and grouse, Tho frook coat in 
those days was cut with a short skirt and 
was buttoned at tho waist. The waistcoats 
wore cut low, exposing an expanse of im- 
maculate shirt bosom, and tho trousers 
wcro cut large at tho bottom and set neat- 
ly over tho,4nstep. 
"I can see now one of the old tfmo Yan- 


kee sailors, a first or a second mate of a 
China clipper or an Atlantic packet, walk- 
Ing up tho 'shilling' side of Broadway, 
suy between Canal and Bleecker streets, 
on a pleasant afternoon. You could dis- 
cern no difference between his shore toga 
and the dress of the regular, Broadway 
swell, either in cut or quality, and yet 
every one 'knew the mariner, because he 
had the air of the traveler and perhaps a 
suggestion in >his gait of the man of the 
sea. His trousers were light gray or lav- 
ender, his coat dark blue and bis waist- 
coat maroon or wine colored silk, heavily 
embroidered. 
Ho sometimes affected a 


light rattan . or whalebone cane, and also 
wore the tall silk beaver hat fashionable 
at that period. His cravat was always sky 
blue and was tied in the old fashioned 
slipknot, now termed the 'yacht knot.' 
Tho soft white hat was in favor with our 
, sailor swells. In fact, they introduced ib 
Into this country long before the'Kossuth' 
became common. 


"The first mates of onr ships lived 


ashore when in Liverpool, as no flrcs were 
allowed aboard ships when they wcro in 
dock there. They lived well, and separata 
from the seamen of other countries. \""hoy 
wore welcome everywhere, and in no j.virt 
nt the globe more than in Liverpool. 
Keores of American ships wcro loading and 
unloading in tho docks all the year round. 
The men were clannish and strolled about 
the city in squads. What old shellback 
doesn't remember Williamson square, that 
classic ground of taprooms! 
Here tho 


Yankee tars got together around tho tables, 
puspod the can and sang in ohorus until 
the rafters rang. 


"The old time Yankee sailor loved his 


profession, but ho was too genteel to 'talk 
shop,' or ship, unless in tho company of 
none bufc his shipmates. When he was 
ashore for a holiday, nothing in his speech 
or his appearance, except perhaps hi« 
bronzed face and sinewy hands, indicated 
that ho was a tailor of tho sea." — Now 
York Sun.

You never 
see any but the most wretched women 
begging for alms there. Why? The 
explanation proves how elevated, even 
if mistaken, the average moral sense 
is of the people. Every woman not de- 
formed, or an outcast, or" insane—at 
least in the higher castes—has been be- 
trothed at an early age to a boy, whoso 
household thenceforward adopts 
her 


entirely. If the little husband dies be- 
fore or during1 marriage the disaster is 
regarded universally as the penalty for 
sins committed by the female in a pre- 
vious life. The widow must submit, 
and will submit, not marrying again, 
but hoping, by patience, to rejoin her 
lord after death, and his family \\ill 
until her demise loyally support her for 
his sake. Practically these views ob- 
tain all over the land, and as every fe- 
male child becomes betrothed all wo- 
men are definitely provided for.

Two Trollrys. 


There are two kinds of trolleys—those

Be that as it may, it is obvious 
that a, good many are ^projected that 
cannot pay, and it is equally true that

Timepieces. 


The earliest contrivance for keeping 


time was the hourglass, which, of 
uncertain antiquity, was still employed 
at the beginning of the present centu- 
ry, and. indeed, is now in use on some 
reading desks in the English churches. 
On the pulpit of the queen's chapel at 
Windsor 
there is a twenty minute 


glass, which time the orator for the 
Sunday is advised not to exceed. The 
clepsydra, or water clock of the Ro- 
mans, was invented by Scipio Nasica 
158 B. C., and toothed wheels were in- 
troduced into these pieces of mechan- 
ism by Ctesibius about 140 B. C. The 
earliest complete clock of which there 
is certain record was made by a Sara- 
cen mechanic tn the thirteenth century. 
The most celebrated clock In the world 
is that of the cathedral at Strassburg. 
which tells not only the hour, but the 
day of the week, the month, the day 
of tho month and the year. It con- 
tains a large number of automatons, fig- 
urea of angola, saintn and animals, 
which appear at regular intervals, and 
a crowd always^ asflembles at the hour 
of noon to witness the procession of 
automatons at that time.

If it's just a case' 
of heart disease, or a simple illness, they 
go on, as apathetic as ever. Generally they 
mako a grim joke and then forget the 
whole affair. 


"A flght produces a different sort of 


croud. But I don't like It any better. Tho 
men nre more attentive then. They smile 
too. 
Laugh if things get hot enough; aro 


visibly sorry when the policeman arrives, 
«nd then—go on, as apathetic as ever. 


"The women, too, haunt me. They 


don't always stop and join the crowd, but 
pass with a look of indifferent curiosity, 
too accustomed to such things to bo im- 
pressed. 
I h;ite them I" said thu western 


woman vigorously. 


"But the other day," she went on, her 


expression softening, "I saw a different 
crowd, aud I suppose it vras a? typically it 
New York one as any of the ethers.

was at the corner of Fifth avenuo and 
Fourteenth street. I saw this gathering of 
people us I comedown tho avenue, and my

It was moro indecisive 


ar.d -wavering. People would go ji few 
steps, then turn to look back. Sometimes 
they went fully 20 feet and then went; buck 
again. As 1 got nearer I «xw that most of 
them were women. That in itself distin- 
guished it from the ordinary crowd. Peo- 
ple were looking down toward the side- 
walk, and at first I thought that tho at- 
traction WMS merely some amusing me- 
cliamcal toy. But when I Faw the faces, I 
knew I was wrong. 
Many of them wcro 


smiling, but not with amusement. Ten- 
derness, pity, gentleness, reasburnnco, that 
wiis what I read in the faces, and it puz- 
zled me tremendously until I saw a police- 
man standing in (he centir of the crowd. 


"Then it dawned on mo in a Hash. 


There wns a lo-.t child. That explained ev- 
erything—the uonmdcriititon of the crovul, 
which forbore to presn too closely about 
tho frightened littlo stray; the sympathy 
which dragged them back to it as if by 
(i Ptrong undercurrent; tin- H7'.iiles, luilf 
tender nnd half reassuring, with which 
some of them hud spoken to it encourag- 
ingly. I wntched the faces in tho crowd, 
and for once I found human niituiv the 
same na I have known it. where you don't 
ha\<> to ficrupo off the varnish of indiffer- 
ence in order to see what is underneath. 
The eyes of the women softened. 
NJIIIU of 


them pushed their hands up under their 
spotted veils und brushed the tears away. 
Their mftuths, thoso tired, irritated, un- 
loving mid unlovable mouths, which I cull 
'the shopping district month,' relaxed and 
curved into hotter lines. Their whole faco 
seemed to be remolded by the force of homo 
inner feeling, nrid a different .soul than 
that of thu bargain hunter looked out of 
their eyes. 


"I don't think that hnlf of them saw 


the child who really stood there, bin littlo 
grimy hand in the policeman's protecting 
palm. 
Ihat child wore a blue aud while 


Bailor suit, and his hair was red. But 1 
looked into i ho women'P eyes and I s;iw 
far different things. I saw u toddling 
"-year-old in a sheer white muslin frock, 
und its huir wasn't red, but golden. 
Aud 


I suw a sturdy littlo chap in trousers— 
such tight trousers nnd such fat littlo legs 
—and his hair was soft and brown. I saw 
a curly head lying on a pillow mid two 
tiny hands crossed on tho little breast,mud 
they wero strangely still. But thtn I 
looked into that woman'boyes only through 
tho tears which blinded her. 


"Well," said the western woman, with 


nn apparent mental shako, "you 
f=eo how 


different it was. I hadn't happened to seo 
a lost child before, and it was a revelation 
to me. The littlo fellow himself made my 
heart big with admiration, He was so 
plucky, so reserved in his trouble, so dig- 
nified under the most trying scrutiny. Ho 
did not wail as most children would have 
done. I don't think ho ever shed o. tear. 
Ho kept his little lips pressed grimly to- 
gether and said never a word except when 
some one spoke to him. Then he .jnsvvered 
briefly, and fcis eyes pathetically searched 
the face before him for a my of hope. 
When they gave him candy instead of 
hope, he accepted it with a grave 'Thank 
you!' but he did not eat it, and he showed 
that ho found the denouement disappoint- 
ing. 


"The policeman was not the least inter- 


esting person in the group. I have always 
found the New York policemen kind 
enough, but in a blafeand cynical fashion.

Ho May Have B««n Evolved Upon 


American Continent. 


In tho Connecticut river valley reptiles 


left their tracks on the mud flats—sinco 
turned to sandstone—and a few skeletons 
also h«Te been found. TbolXMlScs of a rnoo 
of grsat rcptllea tlmt wero tho fords of 
creation of their duy have been dissi|)«tcd 
to their elements, while the chance inden- 
tations of their feet HB they rnoed along the 
shores, mere footprints on tho winds, have 
been preserved among the most imperish- 
able of tho memory tablets of tho world. 


Of tho other vertebrate fossils thqt have 


been found in tho eastern \. portions of 
America, among the most abundant and 
interesting are thp skeletons of mastodons. 
Of these one of the largest nnd most com- 
plete is that which .was unearthed in the 
bed of n drained lake near Ncwburg, X. 
! 


Y., In 1845. This specimen was larger 
than the existing elephants, nnd hud tusks 
11 feet in length. It was mounted and do- 
scribed by Dr. John C.' Warren of Boston, 
and has been famous for half u century 
as tho "Wan-en mastodon." 


But to the student of racial development 


as recorded by the fossils all these sporad- 
ic finds have but incidental interest us 
compared with tho rich western fossil beds 
to which we have already referred. From 
records hero unearthed tho racial evolution 
of many mammals has in the past few 
years been made out in greater or less de- 
tail. Professor Copo has traced the nn- 
cestry of the camels (which, liko tho rhi- 
noceroses, hippopotamuses and 
sundry 


other forms now spoken of as "old world," 
seem to have had their origin bcrc)«)vlth 
much completeness. 


A lemuroid form of mammal, belles ed 


to be of tho typo from which man has de- 
scended, has also been found in these beds. 
It is thought that, tho descendants of this 
creature and of tho other "old world" 
forms above referred to found their way 
to Asia probably, as suggested by Profess- 
or Marsh, across a bridge at Bering strait, 
to continue their evolution on tho othor 
hemisphere, becoming extinct in tho lni:d 
of their nativity. Thu ape man found fossil 
in the tertiary strata of the island of Java 
two years a;;o by the Dutch surgeon, Dr. 
Eugene Dubois, and named Pithecanthro- 
pus ercctus, may huvo been a direct de- 
scendant ot the American trilio of primi- 
tive lemurs, though this is only a conjee 
ture.—Henry .Smith Williams, M. D., in 
Harper's Magazine.

with electricity is not known, but is 
supposed to have been caused by what 
electrieians call a "leak."

As the young lineman leaned for- 


ward, with one arm arotmd tho polo, and 
brushed his arm other against the live 
wire, tho circuit was directly through 
bis heart and the physician states that 
death must have beeu'iustantaneous.
